“ The President expects to sail for 
France im m ediately after the opening 
of the regular session «if Congress, for 
the purpose of taking part in the din 
cushion and settlement of the m ain 
features of the treaty of peace. 


Must Leave Early. 


“ It is not likely that it w ill he pos­ 
sible* for him to rem ain throughout 
the sessions of the formal peace con­ 
ference. but his presence at the out­ 
set is necessary in order to «ibviate 
the manifest disadvantages of discus­

Since the suggestion that the Prcsi 
dent attend th** peace conference first 
was made there lias been much dia- 
cussion as to whether, when absent 
from this country, he would continue 
to act as President.

Taft, Roosevelt Retained Function*. 
Both President Ta ft and President 
Roosevelt 
continued to perform
